LB 33 -year-old blond and fair 
complexloned fugitive from Call-, 
fornla to Denver and to Atlantic 
City, N. J. A cor which Corbett 
purchased in January, was found 
burned In Atlantic City on Feb. 11. 

Since then, agents believe that 
he has moved into the midwest. 
Agents said that Corbett, described 
as having superior intelligence and 
extremely neat, Is armed and Is 
considered dangerous..
